At PJeasantville great activity and buetlu 
is observable In all dlrectloun. Tbe hotels are 
crowded with oil operators aud strangers from 
at) parts, and buildings aud oil" rigs " aro going 
up as If by magic. We counted fifteen or six- 
teen new derricks within at many hundred rods 
of tbe heart of tbe village, and were informed by 
one.well potted that there are at least fifty wells 
uow in all stages of progression In the Pleasant- 
ville region. Not much oil has been obtained as 
jet. Tbe largest well we beard of jiddt one 
hundred and fifty barrels per daf; but great 
thin us tire lalkt'd of for tbe future, if tbe best 
theory holds good—which don't sometimes.
